Should we nor be 
Kirred up by the valour and ſucceſſeof eſſe powers 
full nations, to joyn with unitedarmes againſt the 
whore of Babel and her ſuppoſts; ſhould wenoto- 
pen our ears tothe lamentations of theprincely chil-- 
dren of our Kings only ſiRer, whoin ſeyerall parts

All our delice is that our - brethren of England 
would learn from bygone experience, the wicked 
falſhood of ouradvertaries, and notts harken with 
belief to any: fault or crime they can objetagainſt 
us: And although it be probable thata Parliament 
ſo long denied andearneſtly defired in England; and 
motioned upoathe nick of ſome calumnious infor- 
mation of our proceedings:in Parliament, madein 
the Counfel of England (wherein the Relator ſhew 
more wit in framing a report acceptable ro ſome 
great auditors, than honeſt-love to. his counrrey, 
which he offered as anatonementto the diſpleaſure 
conceived againſt himſelf, and threatning his ruine) 
may be preſuppoſed to be intended for 6ur preju- 
dice,yet we will never harbour anyſuch fear, know- 
ing,thegravity,wiſedome,& uptightnes of chat high 
Judicatory, wil ponder matters in the ballance of Ju- 
ſtice, & be loath to ground their determinations up6 
the miſ.informations maliciouſly ſuggeſted, by our 
enemies,nor meddle with our laws and Parliaments, 
nor {quare our proceedings according to their laws:

at this time upon no other ground, than our laws 
and practiſe of this kingdome, never before queſtt-
